Czar Celebrates His Name Day by a 
Present to the Troops. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19,—An order 
for the improvement of the condition of 
the army and the navy is issued to-day, 
the Emperor’s name day, ‘as a token 
of the Emperor's good will.” 

It provides for an increase of annual 
pay from $1.35 per year to $3 in the case 
of ordinary privates and from $38 to $6 
lin the case of privates of the Guard.

houses, and in a short half hour 10,000 
persons, men, womeu, and children, were | 
running toward Park Avenue. 


Crowds Bothered Surgeons. 


Their presence proved a great hindrance 
to the ambulance surgeons, firemen, and | 
police. The scenes on the viaduct itself 
were, if possible, more exciting. Detec- 
tive W. J. O’Biren of the East 104th Street | 
Station was the first man to reach the] 


tracks from the street. He lives at 
East 105th Street, and was sitting at home | 
in his shirt sleeves when he heard the 
crash. He ran toa grocery store, told the 
grocer to send in 
borrowed the store ladder. 

He reached the structure by means of ! 
the ladder and was joined in a few min- |! 
utes by Laddermen Corballe and George | 
of Hook and Ladder Company No. 6, | 
which was the first to arrive. 

O’Brien, Corballe, and George got axes 
and cut the steam couplings between the 
cars. Then they forced their way into 
the cars and began to carry out the in- 
jured, whose groans and cries arose above 
the sound made by the multitude in the 
street. Then the ambulance surgeons be- | 
gan to arrive, but time had to be wasted 
because of the walk in the semi-darkness 
from the 110th Street Station down four | 
and five blocks to where the wrecked cars 
were leaning against the rail. 

Stretchers were carried up by the dozen, 
and by the dim light of the trainmen’'s 
red signal lanterns, which flitted about 
here and there, the injured were placed 
on them and tke slow processions picked 
their way over the ties back to the sta- 
tion. 

It was still harder work getting the in- 
jured down the narrow stairs, and the} 
police had more than their hands full | 
when they attempted to force back the 
crowds that thronged the dimly lighted | 
stone archways at the foot of them. 

Scores of persons tried to force their 
way up the stairs on the pretext that 
some of their relatives were in the wreck, 
but to facilitate the work of removing ! 
_ those whe had been hurt they were kept | 
back unless they were able to shuw posi- 
tively that they had some real business | 
on the structure, which was already | 
thronged with firemen, policemen, and 
railroad officials. 


Scores of Surgeons at Work. 
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In addition to the hospital surgeons, all 
of the police surgeons in the city were 
on hand, Dr. Daniel J. Donovan of 46 
Fast 106th Street being tne first of the mi | 
to arrive. Dr. .Adolpn Brand of 1,54 
Madison Avenue also assisted them. 

Two pricsts were among the passengers 
of the wrecked train, and they passed 
from car to car, administering: extreme 
unction to several of the more seriously | 
injured. Father Scott of the Church o 
St. Ignatius Loyola climbed to the struct- 
ure by one of the firemen's ladders and 
rendered such assistance as he could. 

Within an hour after the accident the 
injured had all been taken away. A score 
or more who had sustained trifling in- 
uries availed themselves of the cabs 

n@ carriages that kept arriving for a 
long time and hurried away. 

All of the passengers on the New York 
Central train spoke in the highest terms | 
of th: presence of mind shown by Con- 
ductor Lasher of that train. The moment 
the trains crashed into each other, Lash- 
er, they said, applied the emergency 
brakes and then, shouting to the pas- 
sengers to keep cool, grabbed a couple 
of red lanterns, and, jumping off of his} 
train, which was still going at a fair rate 
of speed, ran into the middle of the tracks 
waving the lanterns to warn any ap- 
proaching trains of the disaster that had 
overtaken the one that he was in 
charge of. 

One of these passengers said: ‘“ Of 
course there was a wild panic immediately 
following the accident, but it was won- 
derful how quickly the large proportion 
of those in both trains regained control of 
themselves and got to work to quiet the 
more excited. Not only men, but many 
women as well, who’ did not lose their! 
heads went to the assistance of the more 
frightened ones and did yeoman work. | 
Of course many women became hysterical, 
but they were prevented from doing any- 
thing rash by the passengers whe re- | 
tained their Wits. 


Passengers’ Good Work.

One of the men who was near the scene 
of the collision when it happened was H. 
Schram, a fire underwriter, of 52 West 
115ih Street. He was one of the first to 
get to the wreck, and arrived about the 
same time as did Fire Engine Company 
No. 58. 

“Tt was an awful sight,” said Schram, 
“but the people acted wonderfully cool 
when the situation in which they were 
gee | is considered. Of the firemen of 

o. 58 nothing too wre can be said. 
From Capt. Webb and Lieut. Griffith to 
the lowest in rank of the firemen, every 
one of them did great work. They ail 
worked like beavers to rescue those of 
the passengers in the wrecked car who 
were unable to get out without help. 

“The company was responding to a fire 
alarm turned in from ‘Madison Avenue 
and 104th Street when the accident hap- 
pened. The fire was out when they 
reached the scene, and immediately aft- 
erward came the crash of the colliding 
trains on Park Avenue. 

“Capt. Webb immediately ordered the 
engine to the scene, and it was his Llue- 
coated fire fighters that were probably | 
the first of the city’s employes to go to 
the assistance of the passengers. hey 
went to work at once rescuing the im- 
prisoned, and when the police arrived a 
few minutes later they had succeeded in 
bringing out many of the injured.”

INJURED AT GRAND CENTRAL. 


The Wreck Held Up a Big Crowd of 
Christmas Shoppers.: 


About half an hour after the collision 
had occurred passengers who had been in 
the accident began to arrive at the Grand 
Central Station. They brought the first 
news of the wreck to thousands of be- 
lated commuters who were frantic to 
learn why their trains did not start and 


who could get no satisfaction from the 
railroad officials. 

The first the police at the Grand Cen- 
tral Station knew of the wreck was when 
at 7:15 o’clock a man, deathly pale and 
in a dazed condition, staggered up to the 
Sergeant's desk in the police station in the 
basement of the big terminal. 

“* Sergeant, will you send for an ambu- 
ance at once?”’ he said weakly, and then 
sank to the floor. 

Sergt. Kelly jumped over the railing, 
lifted the man up, and dragged him into 
the rear room, where he placed him on 
the. couch and sent an ambulance call to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

“What's the matter,”’ said the Sergeant 
when this had been attended to, ‘‘ Been 
in a fight or been run over by a street

About an hour after the 
wreck occurred a man wno had every ap- 
spearance of affluence, but who refused 
‘to give his name, came into the Station- 
master’s office in quest of information re- 
garding the fate of a young woman who, 
he said, had been a passenger on the¢ 
Stamford train. He was told as _tersely 
as the clerk who answered inquiries there 
knew how to put it that they had no in- 
formation to give. 

“Well,” said the man, “I have been 
through every department in this build- 
ing, and have been sent here as the 
proper place to get information. I was 
a passenger on the train myself, and the 
young woman I am asking about probably 
rode in one of the first cars. am a 
friend of Mr. Depew, and have a claim to 
some consideration here. Tell me where 
I can find out.” 

‘Well, Mr. Depew was not on the train 
and surely was not at the scene of the 
wreck. He cannot tell you anything, and 
I am sure we.cannot. We are too busy,” 
said the clerk. 

The man went away in an angry mood 
and went out on the concourse. There he 
found the young woman who had come 
too late to get the train. There was an 
atfecting meeting, but both hastened 
away, declining to give their names. 

The railroad managers got a few trains 
running out of the Grand Central in the 
course of the evening, and at midnight 
Station Master Stevens said about a fifth 
of the usual number of trains were leay- 
ing.

NEW ROCHELLE ANXIOUS. 


J. W. Knapp, Who Was Killed, Was 
in the Coffee Importing Trade.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Dec. 19.— 
James W. Knapp was 58 years old and 
lived at 218 Winyah Avenue, New Ro- 
chelle. He was at thé head of a depart- 


ment for Hard & Rand, coffee importers, 
in Wall Street. He leaves a widow. Mr. 
Kna P wes a native of Connecticut, and 
had lived in New Rochelle about twenty- 
five years. Col. Richard Lathers, a friend 
of the family, went to New York to- 
night to take charge of the body. Mrs. 
Knapp is prostrated by the news of her 
husband's death. 

The news of the wreck caused eat 
anxiety in New Rochelle. The people of 
this city, remembering the tunnel disas- 
ter of 1902, hurried to the railroad station 
and telegraph offices to learn of the fate 
of their friends who have been in the 
habit of traveling on the 6:30 train. Lit- 
tle information was obtainable from the 
company officals, and at midnight the 
stations were crowded with anxious men 
and women, inquiring for missing rela- 
tives and. friends. 

Up to a late hour to-night only one train 
reached New Rochelle from New York. 
It was full of persons who had been on 
the wrecked accommodation train. Many 
were injured and their heads and hands 
wrapped in bandages. New Rochelle 
physicians were kept busy attending the 
njured commuters. Some phy octane had 
as many as four and five patients each.

There Have Been Three Serious Col« 
lisions in the Central Tunnel Nearby. 


The New York Central has had three 
serious accidents within a few blocks of 
the spot where this crash came. The 
most serious and the last of these acci- 
dents occurred on Jan. 8, 1902. Seventeen 

ersons, all from New Rochelle, were 

illed in a rear-end collision in the tun- 
nel, at Fifty-sixth Street, between a 
stalled Dangeey accommodation on the 
New Haven Ratllroad, and an accommoda- 
tion train from White Plains, on the 
Harlem Division of the New York Central. 

On Sept. 22, in the tunnel at 
Eighty-seventh Street, a Port Chester 
special train, bound south, was telescoped 
by a Harlem train. The engine of the 
Atlantic Express had broken an axle, and 
this halted the Port Chester train, which 
was not properly protected in the rear, 
Two persons were killed and many were 
injured. 

An accident occurred between Eighty- 
fourth and Bighty-fifth Streets on Feb. 
20, 1891. A wildcat shop train going to the 
Mott Haven yard with cleaners, sweep- 
ers, and mechanics, to be prepared for 
service, became stalled. It was run into 
and telescoped by a New Haven local 
an, and tive men and two women were 
killed.

WORKMEN'S HEARTS HEAVY. 


Leaders Wandered All Night with the 
Police on Their Tracks.

ST. PETERSBYRG, Dec. 19.—The 
thirty-odd members of the Labor Ex- 
ecutive Committee wandered through 
the night from one meeting place to 
another, but everywhere found the po- 
lice on their tracks, and only at’°6é 
o’clock this morning were they able to 
hold a consultation. 

There is no disguising the fact that 
the workmen will enter the struggle 
with heavy hearts. 

There is no hope of bringing the 
country out of its present position ex- 
cept by the assembling of representa- 
tives of the nation. A well-informed 
personage said to me this evening: 

“The Government cannot possibly 
adopt any other system. I think we 
may now expect nothing less than uni- 
versal suffrage, with the direct ballot 
in the towns and indirect in the coun- 
try, but even this concession cannot 
save the Government. It will take at 
least seven months before the National 
Assembly meets and Russia cannot 
tolerate the present relics of the old 
régime for that length of time. 

“We must have a Premier who will 
not continuously embroil the country 
and provoke’ strife. M. Shipoff or M. 
Gutchkoff will probably succeed Count 
Witte.” 

The Lawyers’ Union is said to be pre- 
paring to indict M. Durnovo, the Min- 
ister of the Interior, for numerous 
breaches of the law. Alexander Stako- 
vich, in a letter, accuses the Minister 
of using his official position to extort 
money from army contractors. 


TROOPS WIPED OUT BY LETTS. 


100 Soldiers Killed and Mutilated— 
Revenged the Next Day. 


TUKUM, Courland, Sunday, Dec. 17, via 
Stettin, Dec 19.—A special staff corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press who 


has just agrived here learns that mobs of 
Lithuanians and Esthonians yesterday at- 
tacked a hundred Cossacks and dragvons, 
the only military force stationed in Tu- 
kum, 

The mobs after wild fighting killed the 
soldiers to the last man, cut off their 
arms and legs, and ripped up their podles, 
The streets were strewn with bodies and 
dismembered parts. 

Six hundred troops arrived here this 
morning with three guns, shelled ‘he 
place, and charged the mobs of peasants, 
who surrendered or were dispersed. 

Order has now been re-established, and 
the suldiers are burying the bodies cf the 
slain’and caring for the wounded. 

In all 340 soldiers and peasants were 
killed and mary were wounded. Most of 
the remaining population have fled to 
Riga, which now is the safest town in this 
part of Russia. 


TAU, Courland, (Undated,) B Mail 
“owe Petersburg, Dec. 19.—Frightful sto- 
ries are pouring in from the interior, 
where desperate fighting has occurred be- 
tween the troops and insprgents. 

Revolting tales are told of the barbari- 
ties practiced on the German landlords, 
who are more detested by the Letts than 
are the Russians. In af qnt near Tukum 
fourteen dragoons were killed and sixteen 
were wounded. It is estimated that the 
insurgents lost three hundred men killed. 

4 squadron of cavalry was ambushed 
and badly cut up near Grossantz. It 
limped into Mitau with its wounded. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Deo. 19.—In spite 
of the statement that two army. corps 
are being sent to the Baltic Provinces, it 
is learned that no such number of troops 
is available. The Government has sent 
two regiments from 8t. Petersburg in re- 
ply to the frantic appeals for reinforce- 
ments, but it is considered too dangerous 
to deplete the garrison of the capital any 
further during the —— crisis, and the 
Government can only wait the arrival or 
the Cossacks and other troops which are 
being hurried forward by Gen. Linevitch 
from Manchuria. 

In the meantime the Government fears 
that the rebellion, which is extending 
southward to the Polish frontier, may 
arouse the Poles to an armed uprising. 

Reliable details regarding the establish- 
ment of the so-called Republic of Khaf- 
koff have at last arrived. The workmen's 
Socialistic organizations, joined by 300 
troops, took possession of the city, and, 
with the aid of a militia armed with 
pikes, revolvers, and axes, established a 
government or ‘“ Federated Council,” as 
the Executive Committee was called. This 
Council issued decrees which the authori- 
ties were perfectly powerless to resist. 

The Council turned off the electricity 
from the houses on the ound that,it 
only benefited the rich, while allowing it 
to burn in the streets, where it benefited 
the people. The Council declared war on 
the thieves who had been terrorizing the 
city.

POINTS OUT SOME FLAWS 


Clause Forbidding Ownership of More 
Than 10 Per Cent. of Corporations 
Ought Not to Operate at Once. 


Although the President's bill for the 
regulaiion of life insurance companies 
doing business in the District of Columbia 
and in the Territories and insular posses- 
sions of the United States was introduced 
into the House of Representatives by 
Congressman Landis on Monday of last 
week, the men who control the leading 


| lite insurance companies in this State, 





)terday, were not anxious to discuss it. 
| Most of thenesaid that they were unfa- 
miliar with its details. 

The bill aims at complete publicity of all 
insurance affairs and regulates the hold- 
ings of the companies which aim to do 


business or are dotng business in the ter- 
|ritory mentioned. 

Gage E. Tarbell of the Equitable Life 
| Assurance Society read the bill through 
land said that its provisions were so sweep- 
ing that he did not care to give a de- 
} tailed opinion upon it without fuller con- 
sideration. 

| “Speaking offhand, I should say that 
the bill in the main was a good one,” said 
| Mr. Tarbell, ‘‘ but some of its provisions 
should not become operative at once. For 
aabtatia. it provides that no life insur- 
ance company doing business in the dis- 
|; tricts named shall own more than 10 per 
|}cent. of the stock of any trust company 
lor bank or any other corporation or asso- 


|ciation whatsoever. There are some in- 
}surancé companies doing business in the 
|localities provided for in the bill which 
own more than 50 per cent. of the stock 
|of other corporations, and to continue to 
;do business in the localities it would be 
|compelled to dispose of its holdings down 
to the limit provided. This might cause 
| great loss. 
“It is conceivable that some of the 
companies could not dispose of their hold- 
ings offhand, and so would be compelled 
to withdraw from the localities, much 
as a company would dislike to go on 
record as being unable to meet the re- 
quirements of the law. I do not imagine, 
however, that the bill will pass without 
;amendment, and that it will be seen be- 
tore it becomes a law that some of its 
| provisions could not be complied with. 
|. “This is an offhand opinion, it should 
be remembered. The bill is such as to call 
for the most careful consideration. Many 
}of its provisions coincide exactly with my 
jidea of what a law of this kind should be, 
and I recommended a number of its pro- 
visions to the Investigating Committee. 

‘But one of the troubies with the bill is 
that it cannot enforce complete publicity, 
for the reason that not more than one- 
half of the existing companies do busi- 
ness in the District of Columbia and the 
Territories, and so would not have to 
make the complete public showing that 
the companies are cailed on to make which 
do business in these localities.” 

An officer of the Mutual Life expressed 
much the same opinion as M?. Tarbell. 

‘We want publicity,” he said, ‘ and 
plenty of it. It is to be the safeguard of 
the future. There is not an item that we 
would not be willing and even anxious to 
give, but we want the other fellow to give 
it, too. It would not be fair to force a 
company to lay bare the minutest detail 
of its business, as this bill seems to pro- 
vide it should do, when the other com- 
panies can withhold details and profit by 
jthe publicity that competitors are forced 
to make.”

Young’s, the Parker, the Adams, 
and the Essex May Go Dry. 


THREAT TO POLICE BOARD 


District Attorney Will Inquire Why 
Hostelries Were Permitted to Sell 
Liquor After Violating Screen Law. 


BOSTON, Dec. 19.—District Attorney 
| John B. Moran to-day notified the Boston 
Police Commission that four of the lead- 
jing hotels of the qity had been guilty of 
violations of the liquor laws, and demand- 
ed that the commission see to it that the 
| sale of liquor in the hotels mentioned 
ie immediately. The hotels affected 





by the District Attorney’s demand are 
Young’s Hotel, the Parker House, the 
Adams House, and the Hotel Essex. 
Young's Hotel and the Parker House are 
owned by the firm which controls the 
Hotel Touraine, where liquor sales were 
stopped recently. 

Mr. Moran asserts that the four hotels 
named by him have violated the so- 
called ‘‘ screen law.’’ According to this 
law, no screens or other obstructions to 
view are allowed on premises where 
liquor is sold. 

The law further provides that any vio- 
lation of this law invalidates the license 
held by the proprietor of the premises 
where the law has been violated. 

In his letter to the Police Commission, 
District Attorney Moran says that the 
four hotels mentioned violated the screen 
law from May 1, 1905, when the licenses 
were issued, until within a few weeks, 
and, that therefore the licenses held by 
the proprietors of the respective hotels 
|} are now void. The District Attorney says: 

“As a matter of law the removal of 
the screens or stained glass windows 
does not revive the licenses which be- 
came void by the maintenance of the 
screens or stained glass windows, These 
hotels are now selling liquor as if their 
licenses were in full force; the licenses 
being void gives no authority for the sale 
of liquor. It is your official duty. to see 
to it that the sales of Mquor made in 
these hotels at the present time imme- 
| diately cease. . 

“IT call your attention to the principle 
of common law, which declares that 
‘Every public officer commits a crim- 
inal affense who willfully neglects to 





perform any duty which he is bound by | 


law to perform, provided that the dis- 
charge of such duty is not attended with 
greater danger than a man of ordinary 
tirmness and activity may be expected 
to encounter.’ ”’ 

The District Attorney's letter to the 
| Police Commission closed with the fol- 
lowing sentence: 

‘* At some later time it will be my duty 
! to inquire of you as to why you have not 
acted on this matter before.”

As much as $200,000 has 
been diverted from the County Treasury, 
it is alleged, through an excessive and un- 
necessary calling in of witnesses and the 
distribution of witness and mileage fees. 
It is stated that in the future Mr. Moran 
will not permit policemen to bring unnec- 
essary witnesses before the Grand Jury.

George A. Hearn the Donor—Fund to 
Buy American Art Works. 


A gift of $100,000 to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, to be used for the pur- 
chase of American paintings, was yester- 
day announced by Sir Caspar Purdon 
Clarke. The donor was George A, Hearn, 
the Fourteenth Street dry goods mer- 
chant. 

“Mr. Heern has started a movement,” 
said Sir Purdon, ‘‘ which I hope will as-

In spite of the fact that the Chinese 
authorities have been officially in- 
formed that the British Government is 
not prepared to discuss the removal of

You 
cannot piace any confidence at all in a 
defense that comes before you with two as 
utterly incompatible propositions as 
those.”’ 

Mr. Rand said that one reason why no 
attempt even had been made to prosecute 
Capt. Morse was that there was no evi- 
dence at all to show that the Boston man 
was cognizant of the means employed by 
his lawyer to further his purposes. An- 
other one, said the speaker, was that 
Morse lived in Boston and was not likely 
to trouble anybody here, while Hummel

Order for Removal, Approved by Pres- 
ident, Is Recalled—Efforts to Pre- 
vent Chickasaw Conspiracy Trial.

WASHINGTON, Dec. -19.—A_ curious 
mix-up has developed out of the efforts 
of their political friends to prevent the 
tria lof Gov. Johnson and ex-Gov. Mos- 
ley of the Chickasaw Nation, who were 
indicted with the members of the law 
firm of Mansfield, McMurray & Cornish, 
of South McAlester, Indian Territory, 
for conspiracy to defraud the Chickasaws. 

It has been related in these dispatches 
how, after their indictment had been se- 
cured by W. B. Johnson, United States 
District Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of the Indian Territory, their politi- 
eal friends set to work to have the in- 
dictments dismissed by order from Wash- 
ington, and how, when they at last suc- 
ceeded in having such an order given 
Mr. Johnson telegraphed his resignation. 
The information as to this action on the 
part of District Attorney Johnson came 
from the Department of Justice, where 
it was said that a letter confirming the 
telegram of resignation was expected 
from Mr. Johnson. 

It now develops that Mr. Johnson has 
not resigned. .On the contrary, he has 
refused to dismiss the indictments and 
is in flat rebellion against the Depart- 
ment of Justice. His term does not ex- 
pire until Jan. 16, and it is understood 
here that the trial term of the Federal 
Court is now in session at Ardmore, In- 
dian Territory, Whether it is Mr. John- 
son’s intention to attempt to bring the ...- 
dicted men to trial or not before his term 
ends has not been learned here.

TO DISMISS MIDDIES 


Attorney General Tells Him So, 
and He Appeals to Congress. 


CULPRITS MUST STAND TRIAL 


Secretary Asks for Authority to Act 
Summarily — Essential to En- 
force Rules Against Hazing. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 19.—Secretary 
Bonaparte has found that. he has no 
power to dismiss Midshipmen Coffin and 
Van Deveer, charged with hazing, and 
complicity in hazing Midshipman Kim- 
brough. This information was conveyed 
him to-day by Attorney General 
Mcody. 

It is now the duty of Admiral Sands, 
Superintendent of the Academy, to order 
Coffin and Van Deveer before a court- 


martial under the terms of an act of 1874, | 


and if they are convicted of hazing they 
must be dismissed from the Academy, He 
will be instructed to this effect. 

Mr. Bonaparte to-day sent a letter to 
Senator Hale’ and Representative Foss, 
Chairmen respectively of the Senate and 
House Committees on Naval Affairs, in 
which he said: 

*“‘T learn from the Attorney General that 
in his opinion, of which he showed me the 
rough draft, he will hold that the act of 
1903 does not repeal that act of 1874 re- 
lating to hazing at the Naval Academy, 
and that the penalties imposed by the 
later act, like those imposed by the ear- 
lier, can be inflicted only upon midship- 
men found guilty by a court-martial of 
ths offenses named. 

‘“‘He will hold further that the act of 
1874 is mandatory in requiring the Super- 
intendent of the Academy to convene a 
court-martial whenever he is informed of 
facts indicating that any of the midship- 
men have been guilty of the practices 
mentioned in the act, and it necessarily 
follows that no discretion is vested either

in the court, the Superintendent of the 
Academy, or the Secretary of the Navy, 
as to the punishment to be inflicted. 

“In my judgment it is essential to the 
Proper discipline of the Academy, and es- 
pecially necessary for. the eradicatioh of 
these abuses, that a discretionary power 
of summary dismissal of midshipmen 
should be vested in the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“It is true that he has been generally 
held to have this power, and it has been 
frequently exercised by my predecessors, 
and in at least one instance by myself. 
As stated in my annual report, however, 
it has recently been questioned in a suit 
now pending in the Court of Claims, by 
reason of the provisions of two sections of 
the Revised* Statutes, to which» I there 
call attention, and of certain decisions of 
the Supreme Court, in which the legal 
status of aymidshipman is considered in 
connection with questions of pay. 

‘‘Moreover, under~ the construction 
which the Attorney General places upon 
the acts of 1874 and 1903, it will probably 
be held that this discretionary power, if it 
exists for other offenses‘against discip- 
line and good order, is taken away when 
the offense gbarged is hazing. 

‘Under all these circumstances, feeling, 
as I naturally do, very serious concern 
for the welfare of the Naval Academy, 
and knowing that this solicitude is shared 
by both houses of the Congress, I venture 
to suggest the advisability of securing, if 
possible, the immediate enactment of a 
statute containing in substance the fol- 
lowing provisions: 

“The Secretary of the Navy shall have pow- 
er and authority, in his discretion, to dismiss, 
at any time, from the United States Naval 
Academy any midshipman whose continued 
| presence at the Academy he shall deem con- 
he to the best interests of the service. 





‘* All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
the present act are hereby repealed. 

‘This act shall take effect from the date of 
its approval, and shall apply to all midship- 
| men now connected with the United States 
Naval Academy or who shall hereafter be con- 
nected therewith. 
“T feel that, if the authority of the 
department to deal summarily and in Its 
discretion with infractions of discipline 
and good order, and more especially of 
the laws and rules against hazing at the 
Naval Acedemy, shall be thus clearly 
and authoritatively established, no serious 
dificulty will be found in suppressing the 
highly objectionable practices there which 
have been so justly condemned by public 


opinion.

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The men went on duty at 7 o'clock on 
| Sunday evening. All the food they had 
| with them was contained in a lunch pail 
| shared by both. The pair were boarding 
| house chums, and were on duty at either 
|}end of the tunnel, which has been com- 
| pleted about 1,500 feet from the river. 
| At the latter point the pumps are now 
| busy sinking a caisson. 

The rescue was effected, not by divers, 
as has been stated, but by the foreman 
of the Italian laborers, Carlo Mario, and 
two other Italians. Mario nearly lost 
his life Monday afternoon attempting the 
feat which he successfully accomplished 
yesterday, that of reaching Carlo and 
Draga by swimming, so as to tell them 
| of the small boat that was to be sent for 
) them. 

The two watchmen were at their posts 
| when the tunnel began to flood as a re- 
Bult of a cave-in caused by the leakage 
of a sewer pipe, which had slowly but 
surely undermined the shoring. Accord- 
jing to their own story, the moment the 
| noise of rushing waters and falling débris 
; was heard they ran into the tunnel to see 
| what was the matter. It is the duty of 
each to look out for shifting timbers and 

the signs of a possible cave-in . 

Before the warning could be given the 
men found themselves together with their 
exit cut off. Then darkness closed in 
upon them. 

The’ formation of the tunnel at this 
point is peculiar. According to an engi- 
neer, drill pipes had been sunk in order 
to determine the best route for the tunnel 
as judged by the resistance of the ma- 
terial. Four tunnels had been made. They 
were called A, B, C, and D. Section B 
was on a lower level than the others, and 
it was here that Carlo and Draga were 
trapped. 

The slope of the tunnel was downward, 
but at points 150 feet apart safety 
chambers had been~made in the roof, so 
that in emergency a refuge could befound. 
The safety chambers were dug into the 
wall seven feet, and in one of these the 
two men found refuge while the waters 
rose around them. 

The accident was caused, the engineers 
say, by the leakage of a sewer pipe 
which, connecting with the main, had been 
broken off in the wrecking of the houses 
along the line of construction of the tun- 
nel. Some comment was made yesterday 
on the fact that the city had not supplied 
tide flaps for the main sewer at New- 
town Creek.

From 5 o’clock Monday night, when it {| suit, dled on Monday night at his home, 


became certain that the men in the tun- 
nel were still alive, the engineers were 
working hard to rescue the two, The ac- 
cident happened at about 2:30 on Monday 
morning, but when it was discovered that 
two men had been caught by the flood 
and collapse it was thought certain that 
they had perished. Later, however, an 
employe of the Long Island 


a tapping sound apparently coming from 
a thick iron drill pipe which, he knew, 
led into the tunnel. 

Procuring a monkey wrench, he hit the 
pipe three times. A reply came—three 
taps delivered in the same time as they 
had been given. »The contractors were 
then alarmed and an inquiry at the board- 
ing house where the men were staying 
made it clear.that they had not come 
home, and were,-in all probability, in the 
tunnel. Then the rescue work began. 

At noon yesterday the water in the tun- 
hel had been pumped out sufficiently to 
allow the passage of a swimmer though 


| the tunnel, and the fact that after thirty- | 


six hours the signals on the resonant 
metal of the drill pipe continued encour- 
aged Mario, the Italian foreman, to re- 
his effort of Monday. 

This time he was successful. With a 
board plank to support him he swam 
through the blackness of the tunnel. The 
water was bitterly cold, but he swam the 
1,500 feet, starting from the eastern end 
of the tunnel, to where the air lock, or 
water door, obstructed him_as it had done 
the day before. Then he dived and came 
up on the other side, where he cried out: 

Antonio! ”’

“Si, si!’’ came faintly from somewhere

the blackness. 
| Mario swam in the direction of the 
sound. He found the two men in the air 
shaft above him, about 150 feet from the 
air lock. There was a scaffolding there 
which he climbed, and after he had groped 
| in the darkness for the men’s 
and shaken them he himself collapsed 
from exhaustion. 

Carlo and Draga were in the last stages 
of exhaustion. They were lying on the 
{| scaffolding half asleep. As Mario scram- 
| bled up to them Drag& managed to say: 

‘Be careful of my matches, Mario.” 

“What matches, Draga?”’ said Mario. 

“TI have set them out to dry so that 
we might have a light and a smoke,” 
the other answered. 

About half an hour later, as had been 
arranged, a light skiff was sént through 
the tunnel. The water had fallen more, 
so that the boat could get under the air 
lock, and haste was made in case the tide 
should again flood the sewer. Into the 
skiff Draga and Francis were lowered 
and rowed out to the exit from the tun- 
nel. their heads grazing the roof as they 
went. 

A big crowd had gathered to see them 
come out, but the engineers, who had 
been trying to avoid publicity, kept them 
underground for a little while longer in 
a temporary office erected there. The 
men were glad of it, too, for after they 
had devoured a few sandwiches and had 
had some whisky, they blinked like owls 
when they emerged into the gray after- 
; noon. 
They both went to their lodgings, next 

| door to the shaft. which had been dug to 
rescue them, on Berden Avenue and went 
to bed. But they Bee no chance to sleen. 
Friends poured in to congratulate them 
on their narrow escape. The little room 
in which they iay side by side was suf- 
focating with tobacco smoke but Carlo 
and Draga were used to that. A hun- 
| dred times they repeated the story in Ital- 
ian, the padrone explained: 

“They found themselves shut out from 
life and.the sunshine, so, although they 
thought they were going to die, they 
| climbed as high as they could into one 
| of the safety chambers. All arotihd them 
| the water rushed around their feet. You 
will corroborate me, will you not?”’ he 
added in Italian to the pair on the bed. 

“And,” continued the padrone, “al- 
though they knew they were going to 
die, they knelt on that wet scaffold, and 
they prayed that God might not forget 
that they were no worse than anybody 
else, and that they had done their best. 

“Then Draga said that they ought to d 
something for themselves, so he dived int 
the water and started to swim, but the 
space between the water and the roof nar- 
rowed until both came together. Draga 
called back: / 

-— «*T can dive under and come up.’ 

“ «Then ro go ahead,’ said Carlo. 
‘I’m sorry I cannot swim.’ 

“«Then,’ said Draga, ‘that settles it.’ 
And he swam back. Do I speak correctly, 
Francisco? ”’ 

“Si! si!’ cried Carlo, eagerly. 

“Tt was not a happy time,” continued 
the padrone. ‘“‘ They heard the waters 
roaring and coming up—up—up, and 
Draga tells me it seemed so/funny to 
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hear them tapping on the pipe and dig- 
ging that hole when there was no use 
and the water was only six inches away 
and still coming on. But you see he had 
forgotten about the pumps. 

“So they made up thetr minds to die, 
and they wanted to smoke; but the 
matches were wet, so they spread them 
out on the scaffold to dry. This morn- 
ing when they awoke—yes, they slept and 
forgot ail about it—the matches were not 
yet dry, but they had patience. The 
hours went by, and just as they had be- 
gun to grow very weary and hungry and 
thirsty, for the water tn the tunnel was 
not drinkable, there was a splash, and 4 
voice called: ‘Carlo, Draga. And they 
felt his face~and it was Mario.”

WRECKERS DITCH A TRAIN. 


Two Men Killed and Two Injured In 
Kansas—Rewards for Arrests. 


READING, Kan., Dec. 19.—West-bound 
Santa Fé train No. 17 was wrecked at 
Badger Creek Bridge, near here, to-day. 
The engine, all the baggage and express 
cars, and the first two coaches were de- 
railed. One express car turned over and 
caught fire. 

E. E. Derrick of Kansas City, express 


messenger, and Harry Davis of Topeka, 
the engineer, were killed. Two passengers 
in the smoker were slightly injured. 

It is believed the train was ditched by 
wreckers, the spikes securing one rail and 
the fish plates having been removed. J. 
| E. Hurley, General Manager of the Santa 
Fé Railway, offered a reward of $5,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the men who 
wrecked the train. The same train was 
wrecked near Emporia in May last, and at 
that time a reward of $5,000 for the arrest 
of the wreckers was also offered. 

EMPORIA, Kan., Dec. 19.—There is no 
doubt here that the ditching of the Santa 
Fé vassenger train at Lang this morning 
was che work of wreckers. It was discov- 
ered this morning that the toolhouse near 
Emporia Junction had been broken into 
and a claw bar and wrench stolen. This 
afternoon the wrench and claw bar were 
found in a meadow near the seene of the 
wreck. A claw bar and wrench were 

|stolen from the same toolhouse when the 
train was ditched near here last May. 





HIGHER PAY STILL WITHHELD. 


Street Cleaners’ Salaries Wait a Week 
—$1,250 in Light for Skaters Voted. 


Resolutions providing ‘for. the increase 
of salaries occupied much of the time 
of the Board of Aldermen yesterday and 
occasioned several disturbances in that 
body. The Street Cleaning Department 
asked to increase the pay of stablemen 
and drivers from $720 to $800 a year. The 


proposition was pte ge by Aldermen Mey- 
ers and Sickles, and finally was laid over 
until next week, when the present board 
will meet for the’ last time. 

An appropriation of $1,250 was made 
for the Park Department to light the 
lakes in Central Park during the skat- 
ing season, and an appropriation of $600 
was made for music and decorations for 
the inauguration of the Mayor. Alder- 
man Doull, Chairman of the Board of 
County Canvassers, said that unless the 
courts settled all orders before them by 
Friday of this week it would be impos- 
sible to, have the canvass completed by 
the first of the year so that a certificate 
of election could be issued. In the ab- 
sence of a certificate the present office 
holders will become holdovers on- that 
date. 

The Board of Estimate passed resolu- 
tions appropfiating $1,875,000 for the im- 
provement of the Shore Road in Brooklyn 
from First Avenue to Fort Hamilton, and 
$10,000 for two automobiles to be used by 
the Manhattan Borough President. 





DEATH RECALLS CONSPIRACY. 


Fake Divorce Suit of ex-Sheriff Flack, 
Who Died Monday. 


James A. Flack, ex-Sheriff of New 
York County and sixteen years ago the 
central figure in a sensational divorce 


151 West 120th Street, after a long illness, 
He was 75 years of age, and in 1874 start- 
ed his fortune through getting the print- 
ing and binding contract for the old 
Moody and Sankey hymn books. For sev- 
eral years he had been in retirement, and 
lately suffered from Bright's disease, His 
two sons, Edward A. and William, were 
with him when he died. 

In 1889, Flack, then Sheriff, without the 
knowledge of his wife, had divorce pro- 
ceedings instituted in Ber name, and a 
man named Joseph Meeks acted as ref- 
eree in the proceedings, while William 
Flack, son of ‘the Sheriff, was instru- 
mental in putting the scheme through. 

When the exposure of the conspiracy 
was made, Flack, his son, and eeks 
were indicted, but got off with light pun- 
ishment. Flack was fined $500 and sent 
to the Tombs for two months, while his 
son was fined $500 and sent to the peni- 
teutiary for four months. Meeks was 
fined $500 and sentenced to one month. 
The Sheriff was also forced to re- 
sign his office and retire from politics. 
Up to that time he had been prominent in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Republican 
members of Congress from New York 
are talking to-night with some surprise 
about a part of the speech of Senator 
Spooner to-day when he was discussing 
the message from the House returning 
the bill passed by the Senate the other 
day providing for the taxation of the 
bonds to be issued for the Panama Canal 
expenses. The Wisconsin Senator had 
been talking about the general subject 
of the infringement of prerogatives. 

“T read in a newspaper this morning 
with surprise and regret,’’ he said, ‘‘ how 
the Governor of a certain State had served 
notice upon the Assembly that it was to 
elect a certain man to be its Speaker. 
And I have read with equal surprise of 
the action of the Governor of another 
State in admonishing the Legislature as 
to what laws it shall pass.” 

Senator Spooner did not mention New 
York and Wisconsin by name, but there 
could be no mistaking his allusion to the 


action of Gov. Higgins in interfering in 
the New York Speakership contest, or his 
reference to Gov. La Follette of his own 


about the speech to-night, are agreed in 
interpreting it to be an indication of the 
Senatorial resentment at what they con- 
sider Presidential interference with Sen- 
atorial prerogatives. It is pointed out 
that the activity of President Roosevelt 
in the New York situation was not re- 
arded with entire satisfaction by certain 
enatorial members of his party, and Sen- 
ator Spooner’s reference to the part Gov.

temporarily abandoned their home. 

The presence of the burglars was dis- 
covered by Rose Schuiltess, a servant in 
the employ of Mrs. Maurice Myers, who 
Iyes next door to the residence of Mr. 
Léndenmeyr. The girl had just got 
into bed when she heard the sound -of 
footsteps on the roof above her, and a 
moment later a heavy fall, as if some- 
body head stumbled or had jumped to the 
roof of the Lindenmeyr house, which is 
geveral feet lower than that of the Myers 
family. : 

“JT ran out into the street at once and 
hunted up the private watchman on the 
Dbleck,”” said the girl yesterday. “I told 
him I suspected there were burglars 
trying to break into the next house 
through the roof. He said he had noth- 
ing to do with the Lindenmeyr house, 
as it was protected by a burglar alarm.”

A few days 
ago he ‘purchased a uniform, and since 
that time he has been zealous in unearth- 
ing burglar plots. 

Early this morning the New Rochelle 
police received a hurry call from the club, 
stating that Policeman Bitter had been 
shot by burglars. » Detectives Cody and 
Fanelli rushed to the clubhouse, a mile 
out of town, and found him on the floor 
in the café, groaning with pdin. He said 
three burglars wearing silk hats had pried 
open a window and were busy gathering 
up the plate when he hegrd them. He got 
up and was in the act of turning on a 
gas jet when the burglars attacked him. 
In the struggle, Bitter said, one of the 
burglars shot him. 

According to Bitter’s story, his assail- 
ants then jumped through a small win- 
dow and escaped. The detectives found 
half a dozen chisels, jimmies, and saws 
scattered about the room. Detective Cody 
was first led to doubt Bitter’s story when 
he found that none of the doors or win- 
dows of the clubhouse had been forced, 
while the window through which Bitter 
said the men escaped is not large enough 
for a person to pass through. 

When confronted with these facts at the 
hospital to-night Bitter broke down and 
confessed to the detectives that he shot 
himself and invented the burglar story for 
the purpose of impressing the clubmen 
with the fact that he was not only a 
sleuth, but a hero. 

Bitter took particular eare not to en- 
danger his life. Instea@,ef-shodting him- 
self with his own revolyer, he’ bought’# 
.22 calibre weapon, the bullet of which 
barely entered his leg. After shooting 
hi.uself, he threw the revolver away, but 
it was afterward found by Sergt. Cody.

This year there is a big congestion of 
freight on the Panama Railroad, and if 
the road is not able to handle this crop 
promptly, most of it may go all the way 
by water.

Although the University Council of Co- 
lumbia University met yesterday after, 


noon and took final action on the aboli- | 
tion of football, the fate of the Football | 


Association, which was ordered to dis- 


band on Dec. 31, still hangs in the bai- | 


ance, as far as the student body is in- 
formed. 
the council of its decision, other than a 
promise of a pudlic statement to-morrow. 

The ‘students were represented at the 
meeting of the council by Robert W. 
Macbeth, who presented a petition drawn 


up by five of the most prominent uncer- | 


graduates in the college, protesting 
against the Faculty action. 
is the second that the students have pre- 
sented. Jt was couched in quite em- 
phatic terms, and recited fifteen reasons 
for their belief that the action 
Faculty was precipitate and ill-advised. 

The utmost care was taken to preserve 
the secrecy of the council conference. 
Not a word cf the proceedings leaked out. 
There were plenty of rumors floating 
about the campus, however, to the effect 
that the council had refused to accede 
to the students’ request that football be 
allowed to continue until April 
there were a few that said the request 
had been granted. But no authentic ad- 
vice could be obtained. 


The proposal will be made at the meet- 
ing of the Intercollegiate Rules Committee 
on Friday to suspend the unanimous con- 
sent regulation and permit the adoption 
of amendments to the rules by majority 
vote. Heretofore it has always been the 
custom in the committee to enact changes 
only by unanimous consent. No matter 


how firmly convinced the other members , 


of the committee might be of the desira- 
bility of a suggested change, if one re- 
fused to see its virtues there was no 
chance for its adoption. It was this fact 
that led to the long, protracted sessions 
last year, when radical changes were up 
for consideration. Many of them were 


approved by the majority, but a few 


men on each provision held up the action | 


of the whole body, and the unaltered code 
was the refult. 

This year it is felt that the welfare of 
the game depends upon the radical change 
of the rules along generally understood 
lines, and the committee cannot afford 
to run the risk of any valuable sugges- 
tions overlooked because of the failure of 
a Bingle man to consent. It is probable 
in view of these conditions that the com- 
mittee will agree to suspend the rule as 
far as this year’s revision is concerned. 

The unanimous consent regulation was 
adopted at the inception of the Rules 
Committee for the excellent reason that 
Yale and Princeton were at loggerheads 
with Harvard and Pennsylvania, and nei- 
ther side would agree to go into the con- 
ference to revise the rules unless pledged 
that they would not be forced to accept 
objectionable features by the swinging 

the outside votes one way or the other. 
f was at the time that legislation was 
aimed at Pennsylvania's guards’ back sys- 
tem, and Harvard stood with the Quakers 
on the question as to whether games were 
to be won on the field or in legislative 
bodies. The rule has been observed ever 
since, and will probably always be re- 
tained as a safeguard against the invasion 
of the legislative sessions by college 
politics. 


DENIES PATRICK’S PETITION. 


Governor Explains He Has No Power 
to Grant It—May Accord Clemency. 


ALBANY, Dec. 19.—The case of Albert 
T.’ Patrick, the attorney whose appeal 
from conviction and sentence of death 
for the murder of William M. Rice has 
failed in all the courts of this State, came 
up in a new phase to-day before Gov. 
Higgins. The Governor to-night issued 
the following self-explanatory memoran- 
dum: 

“ Albert T. Patrick, convicted on the 7th 
day of April, 1902, on an indictment charg- 
ing him with the murder of William M. 
Rice on or about the 23d day of Septem- 
ber, 1900, and now confined in Sing Sing 
Prison under sentence of death to be exe- 
cuted in the week of Jan. 22, 1906, has 
presented to me his personal _in- 
formal application for a _ stay of 
execution of sentence and (for 
order relieving him from solitary con- 
finement and directing the Warden of 
Bing Sing Prison to take him out of prison 
during business hours to enable him per- 
sonally to prepare and bring further pro- 
ceedings in the courts in his case. In 


this communication Patrick states that he 
will neither apply for nor accept Execy- 
tive clemency. . 

“The Governor has power to exercise 
clemency by granting. reprieves, commu- 
tations, or pardons. He has no power to 
grant the relief now asked for by Patrick. 

“TI am advised by Hon. David B. Hill 


of counsel for Patrick that his attorneys | 


have under advisement further proceed- 
ings in the courts, or, ultimately, if need 
be, an application to the Governor for a 
commutation or pardon, together with a 
respite pending the determination there- 
of. On such an application I have power 
to conduct a hearing, personally or by a 
referee, to subpoena witnesses, to compel 
the production of books and papers, and 
to administer oaths. 

“The present petition is denied, but 
‘without prejudice to an application for 
executive clemency.”’

THE ART OF REBATING. 

Hitherto Mr. Morton’s personality 
has been too much to the fore in the 
matter of the Atchison rebates. The 
scandal of the inculpation of a Cabinet 
officer has occupied popular attention, 
while the lawyers and railroad men 
have been thinking of something more 
important, to wit, the effect of the case 
upon rebating. In this latter aspect 
something remains to be said in the 
public interest, even after the Presi- 
dent’s view of Mr. Morton’s relation 
to the business has been approved, 

It is necessary to distinguish between 
the law against rebating and proceed- 
ings under an injunction designed to 
effect the statute’s purpose. There is 
no doubt that the statute was violated. 
Hundreds of cars monthly were trans- 
ported at the unlawful rate, to an ag- 
gregate of $1,500,000 in two and a half 
years. That this was a mere inadver- 
tence some will believe and others dis- 
believe, according to the mental con- 
stitution of the individual. There ‘s 
evidence to turn the scales in case of 
doubt. The rebating was not begun in 
eentempt of the statute and injunction. 
Upon the contrary, it simply ran along 
in the accustomed order of business, 
and despite an order by Mr. Morton 
directing his subordinates to obey the 
new law in general terms. There is not 
a particle of proof that Mr. Morton 
ever knew of it. The contrary view is 
that the case was too important not to 
have come within his cognizance, and 
that the undisputed facts establish :n 
intention to deceive the public and es- 
tablish a monopoly. But it should not 
be forgotten that that is the view of 
the prosecution, and not evidence. All 
that the evidence established was the 
fact of rebating, and perhaps upon full 
trial the evidence found by the Inter- 


State Commetce Commission might be} 


weakened. There have been such cases. 

While Mr. MorrTon’s culpability un- 
der the statute is merely matter of con- 
tention, his innocence under the in- 
junction is complete. k Rebating on ceal 
is not a violation of an injunction spe- 
cifying packing house products, and an 
injunction in general terms to obey a 
statute is void upon its face for gener- 
ality. An injunction is useless which 
runs in the terms of the statute, for the 
Statute speaks for itself. Dismissing 
Mr. Morton, therefore, completely, as 
not proved and probably not provably 
guilty, the question recurs, What be- 
comes of the remedy by injunction 
against rebating?

After reading your editorial of to-day I would 
suggest that in the future registration of voters 
an oath should be administered to each ap- 
plicant for registration. A naturalized citizen 
must produce evidence when making applica- 
tion for registration by showing his naturaliza- 
tion papers. Any person claiming to be born 
in the United States offers no évidence but his 
own statement. There is nothing to prevent 
him from registering as many times as he 
desires if he has made the necessary arrange- 
ments with friends, whether in lodging houses 
or in the houses that may be selected for him 
by interested persons. 

The party who claims to be native born 
should be required to furnish proof of his 
identity, also as to age and as to the time he 
has resided in the State, county, and district.

The second concert of the Flonzaley 
Quartet was given last evening in Car- 
negie Chamber Music Hall and deepened 
the excellent impression this organiza- 
tion made at its first one, two weeks ago.

Thig they 
gave with splendid enthusiasm and wit 
a complete understanding of each other's 
intentions. 

They played with rhythmic incisiveness, 
and a great freedom in the modificatio 
of tempo, yet in such a way that al 
seemed governed by one intelligence. The 
quality of their tone seemed somewhat 
rougher and less perfectly fused than at 
their first concert. 

The Vivascl movement from Reger's 
quartet is a remarkable specimen of the 
much discussed young German’s music— 
a piece of limitless extravagance and a 
certain burlesque spirit, making extraor- 
dinary demands upon the four instru- 
ments in’ the way of ensemble. It is 
strikingly effective in its way, and occa- 
sions wonder as to what the rest of the 
composition may be like—perhaps, even, 
a desire to hear it.

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 19.—‘* Counsels 
and Ideals”’ igs the title of Dr. William 
Osler’s new book, a copy of which - has 
just been received by his friend, Dr. 
Henry M. Hurd of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. Upon the question of age limit 
of man's utility the physician whose views 
on this subject provoked so much discus- 
sion last Winter, says in his book: 

“When a man nor wax nor hqney can 
bring home, he should, in the interests of 
an institution, be dissolved from the hive 
to give more laborers room. I would 
urge the clinical physician, as he travels 
further from the East to look well to his 
companions, to see that they are not of 
his own age and generation. He must 
walk with the ‘ boys,’ else he is trrevoca- 
bly lost. I would not have him a basil 
plant to feed on the brains of the bright 

oung men who follow the great wheel up 

illl, but to keep his mind receptive, plas- 
tic, and 4mpressionable he must travel 
swith the men who are doing the work of 
the world, the men between the ages of 
25 and 40, 

“From out the memory of the past 
there arises before me a shadowy group, 
a long line of students whom I have 
taught and loved, and who have died 
hagas piper ge oper ef morally, or bod- 
ly. Let us sometimes thin); of those who 
have fallen in the battle of life, who have 
striven and failed, who have failed even 
without strife, 

“ How many have I lost from the stu- 
dent band by mental death, some still- 
born from college, others dead within the 
first year of infantile mirasmus, while 
‘mental rickets, teething, tabes, and fits 
have carried off many of the most prom- 
ising minds To the teacher-nurse it is

Mass Meeting at Temple Beth-El | 
Discusses Immigration. 


VIEWS OF SPEAKERS DIFFER | 


David Blaustein Thinks His People 
WII! Remain to Enjoy Freedom in 
Russia—Urges United Revolt. 


The problem of 
grants who are -expected to come here as 
@ result of the Russian massacres 
was discusse4 at a largely attend- 
ed meeting of the Council 
Women in Temple Beth-El last night, at 
which Mrs. Henry Meyers presided. The 
speakers were Seth Low, David Blau- 
stein, John Martin, the writer on socio- 
logical questions, and Milton Goldsmith, 
the author. Some divergence of opinion 
Was expressed. 

s, David Blaustein declared that, in 
present revolutionary movements, only 
the Jew was fighting for the liberty of 
his fatherland. There were separate 
movements in Poland, in Finland, and in 
the Caucasus, 
the outcome. There would be more hope 
of ultimate success and freedom for Rus- 
sia if all the elements could sink differ- 
ences and unite in common cause, 

Mr. Blaustein thought there would be 
less immigration to this country as a re- 


sult of the massacres than was generally | 


expected. The very fact that freedom 
was at hand would make it more likely 
that the Jews would remain. 

Mr. Low said he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity as a Christian to stand in a syna- 
gogue in the presence of Jewish women 
and men, and express the general horror 


at the persecutions of the Jews in a so- | 


called Christian country. Mr. Low dif- 


fered with Mr. Blaustein as to the proba- | 


ble immigration. 

“Whether it is heavy or not,” he said, 
“shall we say that, because the Jew had 
the misfortune to be born in a country 
like Russia, he shall not have a chance 
to better himself under such conditions 
as he shall find in this country? I hope 
neither Jew nor Gentile will take such a 
despicable stand. It 
verbial generosity of your people to deal 
with the problem that will be presented, 
but I know that it will stand the test. 
I think I speak the sentiment of the 


whole American people when I say that 
the Russian Jew will be welcomed here, 
where he will be free from persecution, 
and where we need the help that he can 
give us. 

Mr. Martin said that it would not do 


to dump the millions of immigrants at our | 
doors, and say to them that here was} 


their haven, and that they should make 
the best of it. Left to shift for them- 
selves, he said, they might be politically 
free while enslaved economically. 
Was @ great problem confronting the coun- 
try, he said.

HITS NEW HAVEN ROAD. 


Commerce Commission Sustains 
Charges of Discrimination. 


Special to The New York Times. | 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 19.—By an | 
opinion which has just been given by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission the 
charges of discrimination brought by D. | 
W. Miner, an independent beef dealer of 
this city, against the New Haven Rvad 
are sustained. | 

Miner, who is a commission merchant | 
with a place of business on Canal Street, | 
and the only representative of the inde-| 
pendent beef people in this city, filed a 
complaint last July, alleging that the 
railroad was discriminating against him 
in that it would not send his beef cars to 
the Canal Street yard, where those of his 
competitors are unloaded, but sent them 
to a remote yard, thereby entailing an ex- 
pense to him of $20 to $100 per car more 
than that undergone by his competitors, 

The commission in its opinion says: 

“The defendant having in its power to 
put the complainant more nearly on a 
level with his competitors, ought in jus- 
tice to do so, and its refusal is an undue 
prejudice against the traffic of the com- 
plainant.”’ 

In conclusion the opinion states that 


the commission has decided ‘to make an 
order in favor of the complainant unless 
the defendant, upon further considera
